In an article ort "Pdlitical Earthquake Weather" in the 
February Vanity Fair, Jay Franklin says that "new men, 
new times, new measures, new methods, new policies, new 
.philosophies are on the way . . Something is about to 
happen. It will happen in its own time and in It^ own 
way. For the first time in a decade we arc in the grip of 
political forces which are bigger and stronger than any 
man. any party or any nation. . . " ' 

No one knows just wlwt form this political earthquake 
will take. But it may not be too much to suppose that it 
will be a public revolt against the increasing tendency to- 
ward bureaucracy, against the swift -rise of the job-hold- 
ing^ dictator. Perhaps industries and individuals arc at last

^So m&ch propagafTdFBSrb^efrput out re- 
garding the high school election Saturday 
that the main issue has been lost sight of. 
My contention, is— That the taxpayers of 
this district should have an opportunity of 
voting for a candidate not selected by the 
existing board or their advisor. By their 
own statement in a recent letter a commit- 
tee has furnished you a sample ballot 
marked in accordance with the wishes of 
the present board. Others who have be- 
come candidates against the wishes of the 
existing school boards have met with deter- 
mined opposition and have been defeated. 
If there had 'been a determination on my 
part to destroy the high school, (as some 
would have you believe) a full ticket of 
three names would have been filed. Mine 
was the first petition filed, and that only af- 
ter one of the retiring membei-s of the board 
had announced that he would not be a can- 
didate for re-election. 

Figures have been cited to show that the 
school Tax Rate is being reduced. This is a 
natural sequence as bonds are being retired 
each year, automatically reducing the inter- 
est charges. I believe it possible to make
